Harold Thirion and Harold Gibbona for¬ 
warded to ae for coaaent the encloaed propoaed Procedural 
Agreeannt between the Aaaociated General Contractora of 
Aaierica, Inc. and the Baaic Tradea International Uniona 
in the Building and Conatruction Induatry. 

In auanaary, it provldea for a voluntary 
aethod of aettleaent of dlaputea which may ariae on a 
conatruction alte where not otherwiae governed by pro- 
cedurea eatabliahed by collective bargaining. 

The Joint Appeala Board, in effect, aakei 
a final and binding arbitration declaion in the aettle- 
■ent of thoae dlaputea relating to either negotiation of 
the contract or the interpretation of a contract. It 
aeeaa to mm that any auch procedure which appllea to 
the negotiation of a contract would be bad aa a matter 
of principle and aa a utter of practice and precedent. 
And letting a Board aettle probleu of interpretation 
which Bight affect other Uniona ia alao bad.

Re: Operation dual purpose trucks. 

Dear Sir: 

This association has been asked to seek the cooperation 
of your office and that of your counterpart in the Teamsters in 
the interest of obtaining some form of suitable relief in regard 
to an undesirable situation which has arisen respecting the trade 
jurisdiction over form trucks in the upstate New York area. 

It appears that the Supplemental Agreement dated February 
16, 1945 ("Operating of Dual-Purpose Trucks") is accorded only lip 
service. By way of example, a member contractor about to commence 
work in Saratoga County, New York is seemingly faced with the 
prospect of having both an operating engineer and a teamster on a 
form truck without regard to what services, if any, each will per¬ 
form. 

Legal remedies aside for practical reasons, this type 
situation requires a practical solution. We feel that one trade or 
the other should have complete jurisdiction of the form truck and 
we, the members of this trade association, will, of course, respect 
such designation. 

In summary: In New York the question of which trade has 
the form truck will vary from area to area; in one area a contractor 
is faced with both trades. The agreement of February 16, 1945 is 
usually ignored, and we assume this is because it is unworkable. 
Thus, we seek from the two interested unions, a statewide solution 
which will be fair to all concerned.
